2. Another well-defined 
epoch in the life of fellow- 
ship with God is marked by 
having the blood of purifica- 
tion applied to take away 
those unchristlike tempers, 
passions, ambitions, and 
qualities that remained after 
the heart had been regener- 
ated or pardoned of all trans- 
gressions. How many things 
arise in the heart of the new- 
ly converted that are con- 
trary tothe spirit of Jesus. 
They must be crucified and 
put away, if we go on with 
God and continue to know 
the full flow of His life in the 
heart. “The blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanseth from all 
sin.” He “loved the church 
and gave Himself for it that 
he might sanctify and 
cleanse it * * * that he 
might present it to himself a 
glorious church * * * holy 
and without blemish” Saint 
Paul declares that “he hath 
perfected forever them that 
are sanctified, whereof the 
Holy Ghost also is a witness 
to us.” Heb. 10:15. When 
you have embraced with all 
your heart the full will of 
God, trust to the blood of 
Jesus for cleansing, you may 
feel waves of cleansing and 
purity flowing through your 
being by the power'of the 
Holy Ghost. In all your life, 
as you follow on obediently 
in the Lord’s ways, you may 
enjoy a deep gentle calm, a 
settled rest and peace, which 
will not wear out under the 
trials and toils of the way, 
but will grow richer and 
deeper as you keep in close 
touch with the foundation.

What is the matter breth- 
ren when Jesus says “if 1 be 
lifted up I will draw all men 
unto me. Men are coming 
crying, “show Him to us”. 
and then are not getting sal- 
vation? Say, there is a hitch 
in this matter, and where is 
it? 

Some of us hesitate to testi- 
fy, thinking of something to 
say that will glitter in the 
eyes of men, or else trying to 
find some way to present a 
message so as to drive the 
matter home to the heart, and 
very often change the whole 
nature of the message. 

The same thing is true 
in preaching. Some study 
almost all week to pre- 
pare a sermon for Sunday 
morning. Some study up 
some theory with which to 
gild the message and plate it 
with man’s earthliness and 
this entirely hides the clear, 
pure, simple Word of God. 
They are not holding up the 
clean simple Word but the- 
ology, which we have never 
been commanded to do.
